When business was good 
last Fall the largest tonnage in the 
history of the country was offered 
the railroads, despite the advanced 
rates which became effective Aug­ 
ust 26th. 
To-day ocean tonnage 
'"rates are at the lowest levels in a 
great many years, but ocean traffic 
is suffering perhaps even greater 
stagnation than rail traffic. There 
are many commodities that would 
not move even if the roads offered 
to carry them free, for the simple 
reason that no market exists for 
them.
